Heavy  soils  are  not  suitable  for  the  hybrids,  but  good  for  the 
common  species.  All  prefer  partial  shade;  besides,  the  flowers 
develop  better,  grow  larger,  and  last  longer  in  perfection  in  par¬ 
tial  shade  than  in  sun.  Plant  in  fall  or  spring,  8  to  10  inches 
apart.  Best  grown  in  groups  of  three  or  more.  All  do  well  under 
the  shade  of  small  trees.

Fortunately  they  can  be  grown 
in  every  garden,  but  in  our  warm,  dry  states  they  do  not  live 
long.  Rest  results  are  obtained  in  cooler  regions,  especially  along 
the  Pacillc  and  Atlantic  Coast. 

Culture.  Delphiniums  require  a  rich,  generous,  and  well  drained 
soil.  On  soils  of  a  light  or  medium  nature  dig  in  plenty  of  Avell- 
decayed  manure.  In  those  of  a  heavy  nature  it  is  desirable  to  dig 
out  holes  two  feet  deep  and  wide  for  each  plant.  Fork  up  tho 
sub-soil  and  mix  manure  freely  with  it,  then  fill  the  holes  with  a 
compost  of  two  parts  loam  and  one  of  equal  proportions  of  decayed 
manure  and  sand.  Unless  such  a  precaution  be  taken  in  case  of 
heavy  soils  the  plants  will  not  survive  the  winter.  The  plants  are 
best  grown  in  groups  of  three  or  six.  Allow  a  distance  of  at  least 
18  inches  to  two  feet  between  the  plants.  Planting  may  be  done 
in  autumn  or  early  spring.  Remove  faded  flow’ers  and  on  no 
account  allow  seeds  to  develop,  then  a  second  crop  of  flowers 
may  be  expected  later  on.  Each  spring  apply  a  liberal  mulch 
of  rotten  manure  around  the  base  of  the  plant.  Every  third  year 
lift,  divide,  and  replant  in  freshly  dug  and  manured  soil.

HOW  TO  GROW  PEONIES 

The  time  to  plant  Peonies  is  in  the  fall — from  the  first  of 
September  until  freezing  weather.  Any  good  garden  soil  is  good 
for  Peonies  but  do  not  plant  in  low  wet  soil  or  in  light,  sandy 
.soil,  and  do  not  use  any  fresh  manure  near  the  plant  when  setting. 
We  use  a  small  handful  of  dry  ground  bone  meal  to  each  plant 
when  setting  and  a  good  potato  fertilizer  in  spring,  just  before 
they  begin  coming  through  the  ground  and  cultivate  it  in  soon  as 
you  use  it. 

In  planting  see  that  the  eyes  are  about  two  inches  below  the 
level  surface  of  the  ground.  Remember,  too  deep  planting  is  one 
of  the  main  causes  of  shy  blooming.  And,  do  not  expect  a  full 
crop  of  blooms  the  first  year.  If  properly  planted  and  oared  for 
you  will  have  some  flowers  the  first  year  but  you  must  give  the 
plants  time  to  make  new  roots  and  become  established  before 
you  can  expect  a  normal  crop  of  flowers.  And,  another  thing  to 
remember:  always  leave  at  least  two  or  three  leaves  on  the  stock 
when  you  cut  the  bloom.  This  helps  the  plant  store  up  strength 
to  produce  another  crop.
